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Continuation of 13. Otiier: Tlie claims as amended present new issues requiring furttier consideration and/or searcti. In particular, claim 1 
has been amended to recite that the patient has a respiratory coronavirus infection, has had contact with a SARS carrier or is an 
asymptomatic SARS carrier. Such features were not present in the previously examined claim set. Further, claim 1 has been amended to 
recite peptides that have substltuted,deleted,elongated,or replaced amino acid sequences. Although the previous genus of peptides was 
unclear (see 1 12 2""* 'having substantially the same sequence'), a peptide that can have any number of substitutions, deletions, elongations, 
and replaced amino acids is not the equivalent of a peptide of substantially the same sequence. For example, all amino acids could be 
substitued and one would not recognize such sequence as 'substantially the same'. Therefore the instant claims present new issues 
requiring further consideration and search which is a valid reason for nonentry of the amendment (see MPEP section 714.13 III). Since the 
amendment has not been entered the previous rejections remain of record. 
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
